In handling any number of hogs In 
this season of the year, one Is Impress 
ed with the heavy infestation of lice. 
Lice are very annoying to any animal 
and at the same time have an Injurious 
effect. 
They tend to lower the vitality 
of the auimal and cause a .loss of time 
and feed. 
If only a few hogs are kept on the 
farm, lice may be controlled by spray 
leg the animals with liquids that de 
stroy the pests, but if any number are 
kept a hog dipping vat should be con­ 
structed. 
A vat 12 feet long on top and 8 foot 
on the bottom. 24 Inches wide at the 
top and 14 Inches wide at the bottom, 
is large enough to dip hogs or any size. 
Crude oil is one of the cheapest and 
most satisfactory dips to rid hogs of 
lice. 
A solution of one pound of hard 
soap, one gallon of kerosene, dlssloved 
in nine tim es tla volume of warm water 
makes a satisfactory 
dip for hogs. 
These remedida are effective against 
both lice and mange. 
Commercial dips sold under various 
trade names are effective If directions 
are followed in their preparation, and 
use. 
An oiling post may 
be made by 
wrapping a post with a gunny sack 
which has .been saturated with oil. 
If 
crude oil Is not available for a few 
hogs, ordinary lubricating oil may be 
used. 
A post of this kind, if placed 
where hogs can have access to It con 
tinuously, will do much toward keep 
ing them free from vermin. 
Patent 
oilers may be bought but are rather 
expensive for the small farmer. 
If lice are to be controlled they must 
be fought 
continuously. 
The 
hogs 
should be dipped every two weeks dur­ 
ing the warm months. 
All newly pur­ 
chased animals should be eiam ined 
for lice and dipped. 
They should be 
held in quarantine until any pests on 
them are removed. 
All Infested bed 
ding should be burned.

sent over 
thousands of shells and 
many broke near our quarters but 
none nearer than two hundred yards 
as they were shelling a road in our 
rear in bones of getting cur supply 
wagons

nights. 
Yesterday an English Colonel came 
by this company and requested that 
I go with him on a tour inspecting 
the machine guns, so we went to all 
of the guns in this section and I 
enjoyed it vary ir>uch% In our tour we 
passed three small towns, they were 
not over half a mile from each other 
and there was not a single house which 
was not absolutely destroyed- 
These 
towqa on each side are shelled each 
day to keep soldiers from living in 
them. 
These little towns were about 
the sixe of Hartselle but nothing like 
as up to date or nice a place. 
Yesterday afternoon C a p ta in ------ 
and 1 calculated some date to fire on 
the Hun’s lines or one of the Battalion 
Headquarters, it was far in the rear 
of their lines and we used a range of 
2800 yards, we only fired for one hour 
and then at intervals of three to seven 
minutes beginning at 10 p. m. and end­ 
ing at (I p. m. We had not fired over 
ten minutes before the Hun s artillery 
opened on us but didn’t have our range 1 
and the shr.llr must have fallen short 
three hundred yards, as they fired we 
feel we must have done some damage 
and I actually fired many of the shots. 
After we completed that task we 
came back to Company Headquarters 
and about 11:30 they opened up with 
high explosive shells, gas and every­ 
thing else. 
There is nothing in our 
language to describe the bombar Iment 
He shelled mostly with gas until 2:30 i 
a. m. and stopped until 3:15 when he 
began with high explosives. 
His first 
gas wag the sneeze gas so that you 
can’t wear your mask or can’t smell 
the deadly gas, then he began with 
pho*g«me which is deadly poison, then 
is no danger if you get your mask on 
in time but to wear it is simply horri­ 
ble and we wore it about three hours. 
The place given me was not protected 
so I sat up until 2:30 and then went 
down in the signal dug-out and stay-I 
ed until five so I didn’t get a minute’s !| 
sleep that night. 
The Austrailians seem to be the 
most admired of any troops, and they 
are fine as silk and always go after 
the Bosche with blood in their eyes 
and get him too.
